MIAMI, Ma., Feb. 16— (IN S )— At 6.15 a. r n . , the Su­ 
pervisor of Jac kson Memorial Hospital reported that Mayor 
A nton J. Cermak was resting “well’ 
and apparently was 
slightly improved. 
Mrs. Joseph Gill, the other serious victim of the mad at- 
tempt on President-elect Roosevelt’s life, at the same hour 
took a turn lor the worse. Her condition already was critical. 
I he Chicago mayor was shot in the back, the bullet lodg­ 
ing between the kidney and the liver and surgeons were con­ 
temp! .ting an operation later in the day. 
Mrs. Gill, wounded in the abdomen, underwent an em er­ 
gency operation which failed to recover the bullet, and ber 
condition was considered grave. 
Sinott, a brother-in-law of former Mayor James F. Hylan 
of New T ork, was wounded over the left eye and his condi­ 
tion too was described as serious. 
Miss kruize suffered a bullet wound in the hand and
